80 Says Dr. Gatling, the Fa- 


mous Inventor. 


SURE TO GO TO PIECES.| 


If That Is So We Have Wasted 
$26,000,000. 


GATLING HAS A NEW IDEA. 


LEVELAND, o., April 8—Is the 
Fovernment of the United States 
Wasting millions of dollars on worth- 
less ordnance? Are we prepared to 
meet an enemy with the guns which 

we now have on our ships and along our 
coast? 

Dr. Gatling, ot machine gun fame, says the 
“ built-up’ guns on which we have spent 
$26,000,000 are a failure. He says if we 


ever go into battle with them they wil) go 


to pleces, possibly in a few days. 

Dr. Gatling has a gun ot his own, built 
on another principle, for which Congress 
appropriated $40,000. That gun is to be in- 
spected by the Board of Ordnance and For- 
tifications under General Nelson A. Miles, 
Then it will be shipped to the Washington 
Navy Yard to be rified, and finally to San- 
dy Hook to be tested. Dr. Gatling wants 


the government to adopt His gun in place of 


the “ built-up” gun.

=. It is made of 280 pieces fitted together. 

neral Miles gave it his indorsement be- 
fore a Senate committee two years ago. It 
is very expensive and it is slow to build. 
The“ buflt-up ” gun is made of eleven pieces 
and it is less costly but slow. It requires 
almost a year to make a dullt-up“ gun. 
The mortar is in eight pieces. Dr. Gatling’s 
new gun is in one piece. He says he can 
make it in half the time needed to make a 
* duilt- up gun and at half the cost. 

“If I do that I have done something for 
Uncle Sam,” said Dr. Gatling today. Also 
he has done something for Dr. Gatling, for 
if what he believes proves to be true every 
great nation will have to substitute the 
Gatling gun for those now in use. There 


are millions in it, and for that reason Dr. 


Gatling has not taken out his patents in 
this country yet. He has filed papers with 
the patent office and he awaits the govern- 
ment test before filing application for pat- 
ents abroad. Until he does that his process 
will remain secret. 


„ Built-Up “ Guns Valueless. 


“When General Miles returned from 
abroad, said Dr. Gatling, he told me that 


England had stopped making built-up guns. 


I had heard the same thing on other author- 
ity before. England has proved that they 
Are a failure and has stopped making them, 
while we are going ahead and making con- 
tracts for more in the United States.“ 

The doctor fished out of his pocket some 
clippings from scientific papers telling of ac- 
cidents to guns abroad—explosions causing 


‘loss of life and other casualties. He showed 


me one authority which said that under serv- 
vice conditions the 110-ton gun would not 
last for more than thirty rounds’ firing four 
times an hour, and the 67-ton guns would 
not last for more than fifty. 

It has been estimated that the shot from a 
big gun cost $1,000 or more. The average 
cost of big guns is $100,000. At the rate of 
even fifty shots $2,000 would have to be added 
to that estimate for wear and tear.“ And 
where would our coast defense be if the 
big guns should become useless after firing 
thirty or even fifty times at an enemy?

“Great changes have come about in the 
casting of steel,” Dr. Gatling continued. 
„There are alloys of steel now which have a 
higher resisting power when cast than the 
finest of wrought steel. Some months ago 
I was at Indian Head, near Washingtog, and 
a man named steel Works 
near Spuyten uyvil, broug some cast 
steel projectiles to be tested. He had been 
furnishing forged steel projectiles to the 
government at a cost of about 40 cents, and 
the cast steel cost about 6, or 8. or 10 cents. 

„In the test the cast steel projectiles made 

better record than the forged. It went 
right through the armor plate, making a 
clean, round hole, and was very little altered, 
while the forged projectile made a ragged 
hole and mushroomed. / 

„ Another test they made was with a plate 
of cast steel. They stood up a one-inch 
plate against a Hotchkiss gun and the shot 
did not go through the plate. The same shot 
would have gone through a one and one-half 


inch forged plate.” 
“Ts your gun made of an alloy?“ 


New Gatling Made of Alloy. 


“Yes. The process is secret. The alloy 
is one thing that gives it strength. Then 
I have a peculiar process of treatment and 
cooling by which, without the joints of the 


‘built-up gun, I get the resistance from the 


outside to the center. The mandril process 
too is my own. By it I strengthen a part 
of the gun which needs strengthening 


against erosion. It is the part which gets 


the force of the gases from the powder be- 
fore they overcome the inertia of the pro- 
jectile. 

„The casting is a new process, too. When 
the metal runs into the ladle it fallows a 
tangent, so that it runs around in the bot- 
tom of the ladle, and, expelling the air, be- 
comes a homogeneous mass. We put it un- 
der weights then, and when it is cool we 
— off the impure part which is at the 
end.” 

“ What will be the range of your gun?”

In case of war would you be able to make 
any number of these guns quickly? 

“Tt takes time to make the casting and 
cool it. A gun is not a toy, vou know. Then 
it takes a certain time to bore it out und do 
the other lathe work, and a lathe can handle 
only one gun. When I started on this gun 
there was no machinery here for making it. 
We had to get everything together as though 
we were going to make a number of guns. 
With more machinery, of course, we could 
turn out guns so much faster.“ 

Dr. Gatling says he is now turning out his 
machine guns for the government to be 
used with smokeless powder. He says it 
adds to their effectiveness. He showed me 
a dummy of the new cartridge and said: 
“That will go through thirty inches of oak 
at short range or a half-inch of steel. It 
will go two miles and killa man. My guns 

i fire a thousand of these in a minute.“

One of these that he 
prises shows that in 1883 510 shots were fired 
with his gun in less than fourteen seconds, 
and that the committee examining the gun, 
though wholly unsKilled in its use, fired 
thirty rounds in eight-tenths of a second.

An Immense Population. 

China, one must never forget, has a popu- 
lation of nearly 400,000,000 people and Japan 
of about 40,000,000 or 50,000,000. That is to 
say, the two nations together aggregate 
nearly 600,000,000; more, therefore, than 


this vast horde on the march westward— 
which somehow or other is the trend of 
every Oriental race. It would be a repetition 
of the invasion of the West by the Huns and 
by the Goths of the ancient times, an Inva- 
sion compared to which these former visita- 
tions of Oriental hordes would have been 
mere child's play. | 

Just what may have induced the Marquis 
Ito to conclude this new arrangement with 
Russia it is difficult to say with any degree 
of precision. , Perhaps he, too, wishes to gain 
time in order to execute his most cherished 
project at Pekin. Besides, he is clever 
enough to realize that there is no reliance 
to be placed upon any understanding be- 
tween Japan and England against any other 
European nation. 

For while the white races may fight and 
struggle among themselves, yet it is not 
probable that they would do otherwise than 
unite and temporarily sink all their common

He, like every other enlightened 
Japanese statesman, foresees that sooner 
or later Russia and Japan must inevitably 
clash, and it was understood that he realized 
the advantage of getting the conflict over 
before Russia's transsiberian road was com- 
pleted. But possibly he has come to the con- 
clusion that there is more to be gained for 
his country by consénting to Russia’s policy 
of delay, which he may be able to use in ne- 
gotiating the alliance with China and in 
| strengthening the hold of his country upon 
the Hermit Kingdom in such a manner that 
not even Russia-will be able to dislodge it 
ten years hence. 


England's Attitude. 


England, on economic as well as on politi- 
cal grounds, must prefer to see Russia 
rather than Japan enjoying predominant 
power at Pekin. For Japan is a trading 
rival of Great Britain, whereas Russia has 
no chance of ever becoming so. In fact, 
from a commercial point of view, it would 
be of a distinct advantage to Great Britain 
for Russia to secure, if not possession, at 
any rate control of Manchuria. The latter, 
owing to maladministration by the man- 
darin, is practically an undeveloped market. 
Let the country be placed under Muscovite 
administration, with a settled government, 
then trade and commerce, at present non- 
existent, thanks to brigandage, to perpetual 
civil war, and to the corruption as well as the 
tyranny of the local officials, would at once 
become an important market for English 
goods. 

England, it must never be forgotten, is 
bound to be the principal gainer wherever a 
practically new country is opened up to 
Western commerce, and would naturally 
have the advantage in Manchuria over Rus- 
sia herself, seeing that the latter’s principal 
base of trade is at Moscow, more than 5,000 
miles away. Even when the transsiberian 
railroad is completed, the transport charges 
on Russian merchandise for Manchuria will 
be so far heavier for Russian goods than 
for the sea-borne merchandise of Great Brit- 
ain that the latter need be under no appre- 
hension of Muscovite competition. 

It does not appear, therefore, that England 
has suffered so greatly as the British jingoes 
would have us credit from the occupation by 
Russia. of the Liao-Tong Peninsula, and it 
would seem that Lord Salisbury, Mr. Arthur 
Balfour, and Mr. Curzon—who, possessing 
unrivaled sources of information, may be 
relied upon to know what they are about— 
were perfectly right when they declared in 
Parliament that they saw no objection to 
Russia securing a leasehold from China of 
the portsof Ta-Lien-Wan and of Port Arthur, 
providing they were occupied by the Czar 
on the same basis that Kiao Chou Bay is 
held by the Germans—namely: as free ports 
and as open to the trade of the world. 

Nor can the cession of these two ports of 
the Liao-Tong Peninsula be regarded as 
necessarily meaning a partition of the C'- 
nese Empire. There is not a single Western 
power that is interested in or that can wish 
for the partition of this mighty empire, 
which has lasted for 4,000 years in the past 
through invasions, dynastic overthrows, 
and cataclysms of all kinds, and which is 
likely to endure for at least 3,000 years more 


in one form or another. 


Once Chinese Always Chinese. 

It must never be forgotten that once a 
Chinaman always a Chinaman, and that, 
no matter whether the Chinaman lives 
temporarily under the rule of the 
United States, England, France, or 
Russia, he never becomes amalgamated 
with the nation among whom he has cast 
his lot. He always@emains a Chinaman, re- 
taining his native prejudices and ideas, and, 
above all, his cool, calm, supercilious con- 
tempt for everything pertaining to the white 
races. This being the case, it is to the inter- 
est of no Huropean power to incorporate 


minions, since it knows full well that it will 
never be able to induce the people to become 
loyal subjects or identified with the ideas 
and hopes of their adopted country. 

With the exception of Russia, which Ab 
solutely needs for the development of her 
vast Siberlan Empire an ice-free port on 
the Pacific coast as a terminus for her trans- 
continental railroad, there is not a white na- 
tion the interests of which in China are not 
purely commercial, and calculated under 
present circumstances to be injured rather 
than benefited by a partition of the empire, 
a partition which would excite native fanat- 
icism against the foreigner to such a degree 
as to cause the entire country to rise against 
the white race, destroying trade and arrest- 
ing for many years the commercial develop- 
ment of the empire. For, contrary to gen- 
eral belief, the Chinese are very patriotic, 
and in some provinces, notably that of Yu- 
nan, the people are 80 opposed to everything

little or no foothold there. 

No greater mistake could possibly have 
been made than to Imagine that the Chinese 
would tamely submit to the partition of 
their country. For, averse as were the 
Poles to Russia, the abhorrence of the China- 
man for the white man is infinitely more 
deep-rooted and vehement. 

Moreover, England may be regarded as 
having secured more than adequate com- 
pensation. For, in addition to obtaining 
from China a solemn undertaking that the 
Valley of the @ang-tse-Kiang, with its pop- 
ulation of 215,000,000, and comprising from 
a commercial point ot view the richest por- 
tion of China, should never be ceded to any 
foreign power, she is likewise to receive 
possession of the port of Wei-Hai-Wei on 
identically the same leasehold terms as 
those by which Russia has obtained Port 
Arthur and Ta-lien-Wan. The accommoda- 
tion at Wel-Hai-Wei is inestimably greater 
than that of either Port Arthur or of Ta-lien- 
Wan, and, commanding, as it does, jointly 
with the two latter ports, the entrance to 
the Gulf of Pechili, it prevents the latter 
from falling under the maritime control of 
Russia alone. England proposes to 
strengthen the fortifications of Wei-Hai- 
Wel as soon as ever it is vacated by the 
Japanese on the receipt of the unpaid bal- 
ance of China’s war indemnity a few months 
hence, and, inasmuch as it is only fouf 
hours distant by steam from Port Arthur, 
and the maritime forces of England in the 
China seas are always as large as all the 
other European powers put together, it 
does not look as if England had sustained 
anything In the shape of a deteat at the 
hands of Russia. Moreover, Great Britain 
has induced China to open up inland waters 
to the ships of all nations, to pledge itself 
that the direction of the Chinese imperial 
maritime customs should remain in the 
hands of Englishmen, and that three new 
treaty ports—namely: Funing, Yochou, and 
Chin Wang—should be opened to the com- 
merce of the world. I may add that this 
action on the part of England in securing 
the leasehold of Wel-Hai-Wel has merely 


fight shy of every European alliance, and to 
endeavor to effect some combination with 
China, such as I have indicated above, of the 
races of the Orient against those of the Oc- 
cident. 

The United States is very far from being 
possessed of a mere abstract interest in the 
future of China. Her trade with that em- 
pire is second only in importance to that 
of Great Britain and superior to that of 
nearly all European countries put together. 
She is just as likely to be injured, econom- 
ically speaking, by any understanding be- 
tween China and Japan as any European 
country, and it is therefore a matter of 
supreme importance that the course of 
events, both at Toklo and at Pekin, should 
be carefully watched by diplomats of trained 
skill, who have already qualified themselves 
for the task by personal experience of 
Oriental statecraft.

Another of the unique offers made to the 
War department was the tender of services 
ofc sts.

companies of cyclists to defend the national 


honor and punish Spain for what they open- 
ly denounced as its treachery. 

The wheelmen of Chicago were not a whit 
behind their brethren in other sections of 


_the country, and when the call to arms is 


issued, if it is issued, there will be a Chicago 
company of wheelmen at the front. Early 
in March President Isaac B. Potter of the 


| League of American Wheelmen said in re- 


gard to the cyclists’ movement: 

“If any body of men on the face of the 
earth are fearless of danger it is the wheel- 
men, for even in these times of peace they 
encounter more difficulties than the average 
person has any idea of. They are always 
looking for the worst to happen on public 
highways, and go prepared for it. Their in- 
stinct and ability to cover ground rapidly 
cannot. be overestimated. I think an enemy 


“would be more fearful of a company of un- 


armed cyclists than they would be of a 
whole regiment of armed troops, for a wheel- 
man on a fair road woulé have means of ap- 
pearing and disappearing that would be a 
puzzle to any enemy.“ 

Even the school children came forward 
with their pennies to help Uncle Sam. When 
the battleship Maine was destroyed the 
children of Newark, N. J., started a move- 
ment for the little tots throughout the 
United States to contribute a fund in mites 
to replace the lost vessel. The proposal was 
no sooner made than steps were taken to 
carry it into effect. : 

The school in Thirteenth avenue, Newark, 
has 000 pupils. In each of its eighteen class- 
rooms a box was nailed to the wall with the 
instruction, “For the new. battleship.” 
Pennies, nickels, and dimes of the boys and 
girls were given freely. 


Get Official Sanction. 


The Newark Board of Education gave its 
official sanction to the movement, and the 
youngsters were as enthusiastic in the mat- 
ter of repla@ing Uncle Sam's loss as though 
they were each bent in carrying out some 
enterprise of a private nature. 

Some of the means designed to be em- 
ployed against the Spaniards deserve spe- 
cial mention on the score of oddity. One of 
the strangest of these perhaps is that of 
Representative Joseph C. Sibley of Erie, 
Pa. Mr. Sibley proposed a plan for anni- 
hilating hostile fleets should they approach 
one of our harbors by the use of benzine. 

Mr. Sibley is in the oil business himself 
and says he is confident of te effectiveness 
of the means he recommends. He proposes 


to conduct benzine through pipes under the 


water in such a way that the subtle fluid 
can be released by a simple mechanical con- 
trivance whenever a war vessel approaches 
the end of the conduit. The released ben- 
zine would rise to the surface, he says, and 
thoroughly permeate the atmosphere to a 
height of twenty feet above the water. With 
the air thus charged, Mr. Sibley says a hos- 
tile ship could be literally rent into a thou- 
sand pieces in a few seconds, and this with- 
out any special means to provide an explo- 
sion. . 

Mr. Sibley explains that the fumes of the 
benzihe would of necessity penetrate to the 
fires of the ship, and he further adds that 
he does not believe that any powder maga- 


zine is tight enough to exclude the vapor. | 


He contends further that the benzine could 
be released on the ebb tide so that it would 
be carried outward, and he suggests that 
wooden booms could be constructed at the 
entrance of the harbor to prevent the ben- 
zine flowing back on the flood tide, 


Offers Balloon Service. 

St. Louis patriots are anxious to show their 
loyalty to the flag by their achievements in 
the air. Thomas Cannon, the aeronaut, 
wrote a letter to President McKinley offer- 
ing the services of himself and his balloons 
in the event of war. 

His plan is to make the balloons captive 
and send them up to the height of 15,000 feet 
or sd maintaining meanwhile a telegraphic 
communication with the earth. He says 

that balloons thus moored would form an 
admirable vantage ground from which to spy 
the movements of the enemy’s boats and 
troops. 

By having telegraphic instruments in the 
baskets of the balloons word could instant- 
ly be sent to naval headquarters advising 
the officials of the.enemy’s movements. He 
says that the resistance of the air would 
ma ke the balloons safe from an attack from 
the enemy. 

Mr. Cannon has two intrepid men who have 
expressed their willingness to go with him 
jn case his offer is accepted by the govern- 
ment. It is a further part of Mr. Cannon’s 
plan to take up in the balloons a number of 


dynamite shells to be dropped upon a vessel 


or among troops. 

He has no fear that a balloon thus moored 
and equipped could be safely and easily 
regulated, so as not to endanger the lives of 
its occupants. In his communication to the 


President Mr. Cannon said that he had the 
balloons, and that all he wanted in the event 
of hostilities was the’sanction of the Presi- 
dent and he would be on hand to deal death 
among the enemy. 


A new torpedo has been devised and sub- 


mitted to the naval authorities for examinas 
tion, which, it is believed, would be more 
effective than anything now in use in de- 
stroying the enemy’s vessels. This new tor- 
pede was given over to Lieutenant Com- 
mander McLean to be tested for the govern- 
ment. The death dealing engine is provided 
with a magnetic needle so applied to the ap- 
paratus that when within the range of 300 
feet the enemy's warship acts Uke a magnet, 
and attracts to itself with almost irresist- 
able force the missile of destruction. 

When the torpedo was first exhibited to 
the United States officials it was claimed 
that the machine would be the most deadly 
ever employed in naval warfare. The re- 
sult of the test has never been made public, 
but is being kept as one of the secrets of the 


Navy department. 
Project of Sglvationists. — 

Should the declaration of war with Spain 
be made the red of the Salvation Army will 
mingle with the red, white, and blue of the 
United States regulars and national guards- 
men. General William Booth on his arrival 
in America began actively to effect the or- 
ganization of a Cuban corps of nurses and 
chaplains to care for the wounded and bury 
the dead. No matter how soon the summons 
to the front may come it is said the lads and 
lassies will be ready to go with the first de- 
tachments. Commander Booth-Tucker has 
been handling the greater part of the 
routine of the organization, and it Is official- 
ly announced that if the war assumes great 
proportions he will himself direct the work 
of relief, taking the fleld with @ corps. 

In case of hostilities the Woman's Blue 
Jacket Relief Corps will be one of the fea- 


‘tures of the war. Thisisa project that owes 


its inception to General McNulta. The plan 
provides for the organization of not less than 
three and not more than five women into a 
„ mess, or group, each group to raise $30 
for the maintenance of one member of the 
Chicago crew of the naval reserve. This 
amount, it is said, will fit out one sallor, or 
blue jacket, for the naval service. / 
The women of each mess are to have the 
privilege of designating the sailor in whose 
name the fund shall be carried, or, if they 
choose, they may leave the selection to be 
decided in the militia by lot. The members 
of each mess are to receive monthly re- 
ports from the sailors selected by or al- 
lotted to them. They will also receive them 
on their. honorable discharge from the serv- 
ice and will hold appropriate services in 
honor of each in case of death. The funds 
collected will be expended for the benefit of 
the whole crew, though the contributions 
received from the various messes will be 
carried in the name of the particular groups. 
General McNulta estimates that $10 a 
month will maintain a sailor in active service 
in addition to the supplies and equipment 
furnished by the government. It is expected 
that there will be at léast 400 such messes in 
the City of Chicago. The movement, which 
is being quietly but energetically pushed, is 
backed by some of the best citizens of Chi- 


cago. 
Short Distance Cab Fares in Paris. 


The time indicator” is now in full op- 
eration in the vehicles of the Paris Cab 
company. For a long time the attempt to 
arrange fares for rides occupying less than 
thirty minutes had proved a failure, because. 
the watch of the driver and that of his pas- 
genger never agreed. But now that the 
time indicator has been generally adopt- 
ed there are no more disputes, and a passen- 
ger on a rainy day can ride a block in two 
minutes in the blissful consciousness that he 
will not be overcharged inf the end. When 
the passenger enters a cab for a short dis- 
tance course the driver turns a key which 
brings the hands of a dial that mark both 
time and money to the starting point. The 
lowest price is 60 centimes (12 cents), and 
this entitles the passenger to a drive of only 
two minutes. For two minutes more the 
fare is 70 centimes. When six minutes have 
passed the hand points to 80 centimes. You 
may drive for a quarter of an hour and one 
minute over for 1 franc 10 centimes, and for 

wenty-three minutes for 1 franc 40 cen- 

es. This is the limit of the system, for at 
1 franc 50 centimes the ordinary tariff for

HOW PACIFIC SQUADRON WOULD GET WAR ORDERS. 


When the United States finally gets around 
to the point of declaring war against Spain 
it is probable that hostilities will be begun 
in the far East almost as soon as the first 
gun*is fired in the West Indies. Simulta- 
neously with the engagement of Spanish 
forces in and about Havana it is expected 
that an attack will be made upon the Philip- 
pine Islands, in which Spain’s supremacy 
is even now threatened. The Asiatic squad- 
ron of the United States navy has been as- 
sembled at Hongkong for e time, un- 
doubtedly with instructions Ao sail immedi- 
ately for Manila upon the declaration of 
war. The movements of these vessels will 
be directed by cable from Washington. 

Little trouble will be experienced in noti- 
fying the war vessels now assembled in west 


Atlantic waters, but it is the general im- 


pression that the Spanish government will 


‘cause the cable to be cut at Havana as soon 


as war is declared, thus terminating direct 
cable communication between Cuba and 


Florida. 


The message that will convey the informa- 
tion to Commodore Dewey at Hongkong, 
upon which the Asiatic squadron will pro- 
ceed to Manila, will traverse a long and 
circuitous route after leaving Washington 


before reaching its destination. It will pass 


through several foreign lands and de han- 


died by many who will have no conception 
of its importance, as it will doubtless be in 
secret cipher. The route over which this 


communication will be forwarded is of 
course largely a matter of conjecture, and 
it is probable that it will be sent over dif- 
ferent lines so that accident, delay, or failure 
of any system may not prevent prompt noti- 
fication of the American squadron that the 


time for action has at last arrived. 7

from Washington would be transferred from 


the land lines at New York to the ocean 
cable system and flashed to Valentia, an 


island off the western coast of Ireland, 


Land’s End in England, or to Brest in 


France. There are twelve cables crossing 


the north Atlantic between America and 
Europe, and there are three routes by which 
the message could be transmitted from 


Great; Britain to Hongkong. One of these 


would be principally by land lines over the 


Great Northern company’s system, the 
others, employing submarine cables largely, 
are the two main routes between Great 
Britain and the Indies—the Eastern and the 
Indo-European companiés’ systems. 

The Great Northern company has five 
cables between Great Britain and the conti- 
nent, over which connéctions could be made 
with the land lines across Russia, Siberia, 
and China to Viadivostock on the Pacifie 
coast, from which point duplicate cables ex- 
tend along the coast to Shanghai, and a 
single cable from that place to Hongkong. 

The Eastern company employs what may 
be termed-the southern route to Madras, 
and the Indo-European company’s lines fol- 
low a middle course to the same point. Both 
companies depend on the Eastern Extension 
company’s serviee between Madras and 
Hongkong. 

The Eastern company operates triplicat 
cables between Great Britain and Portugal, 
touching at Lisbon, therfte proceeding to 
Gibraltar, the Island of Malta in the Medi- 
terranean, and landing at Alexandria. Land 
lines cross Egypt to Suez, aud here again 
the cable begins, traversing the Red Sea to 
Aden and thence continuing to Bombay. 
The Indian government’s land lines form the 
connecting link between Bombay and 
Madras. | 

The Indo-European company’s system in- 
cludes duplicate lines crossing the North 
Sea and continuing through Ge hy and 
Russia to Teheran in Persia, where land 
lines of the Indian government are utilized 
to Bushire, and cables through the Persian 
Gulf from Bushire to Kurrachee, where the 
land lines to Madras again start. 

At Madras the Eastern Extension com- 
pany’s cables begin. They pass through 
Singapore and ultimately reach Madras. 

In spite of the distance to be traveled and 
the number and nature of the difficulties to 
be encountered, the changes from cable to 
land lines and from land lines back to cables 
again, and the translations and repetitions

MONITORS AS FIGHTING SHIPS. 


Under Certain Conditions, It Is Be- 
lieved, They Could Whip H 
Battleships. 


The presence of the monitor Terror in this 
harbor has revived the discussion as to the 
usefulnéss and fighting efficiency of this 
type of vessel. When Ericsson’s Monitor 
precipitated the revolution which has come 
about in naval architecture in the last thirty 
years, only the rudimentary progenitor of 
the modern high-power, rapid-fire gun was 
in existence. Since then the development 
of the gun has kept equal pace with the de- 
velopment of the turret, and the next great 
naval engagement will be fought with as 
much interest for the future as was the 
memorable one of the original Monitor in 
Hampton Roads. 

The American monitors form a class of 
floating fighting machines whose like is not 
possessed by any other nation. They have 
been constructed for the especial purpose 
of defending the American coasts, which 
offer conditions unlike those of almost every 
other nation. A monitor in the open sea or 
on a deep water coast would fight almost any 
other class of warship at a great disadvan- 
tage. It is in a shallow, land-locked harbor, 
such as that of New York, where the water 
is smooth and there is little chance for a 
large vessel to make quick maneuvers, that 


the. monitor type can fight to the best ad- 


vantage, and experts are confident that un- 
der such circumstances a monitor would 


have the advantage of the most powerful 


ttleship. 
derne monitor with her low freeboard offers 
no target save her turret, and this is pene- 
trable at practically only one point in its 
whole surface. Unless the enemy is able 
to approach unreasonably near and fire 
a big gun point blank with exact aim at 
the very center of the eylindrical turret 
there is little chance of penetrating the 
moving wall of steel. Naval authorities 
are unanimous in the opinion that the 
chance of shooting through one of the tur- 
rets is small. 
The damage that might be done by the 
shock of a shot striking the turret elsewhere 
is another matter, and on this point there is 
a wide divergence of opinion among ex- 
perts. Nezrly all turrets are moved by 
pairs of enènes of various designs, operat- 
ing internal gears on opposite sides. They 
rest on series of rollers placed in circles 
under their outer edges. The rollers are in 
the shape of truncated cones and are from 
two to three feet apart. They serve ihe 
same purpose as ball bearings—that is, they 
support the weight ot the turrets and their 
contents and. also serve as bearings upon 
which the turrets shall revolve with the 
least possibile friction. The rollers are pro- 
tected either by a barbette, which is a sta- 
tionary wall of armor plate rising straight 


from the deck, or by an inclined plate serv- 
ing the same purpose. It is as difficult to 
strike the rollers with a shot as to penetrate 
the turret. The question which only actual 
experience can answer is whether or not 
the shock of a shot striking the turret will 
derange the rollers or turning mechanism 
sufficiently to disable the monitor. There 
are discussions on this subject every day 
and no agreement has been reached. The 
general notiqn, however, is to the effect 
that a monitor would have the advantage 
in a single combat with a ship of any other 
class, provided only that the conditions of 
smooth water, lack of room for maneuver- 
ing, and opportunity for developing speed 
and the maintenance of a good fighting dis- 
tance are present.—Ex. 


New Way to Etch on Glass. 

A new method of etching on glass or 
porcelain has been patented by Herr Retz- 
laff of Berlin. The usual German process 
consists in cementing a sheet of tinfoil, and 
washing away of thecement. The improved 
plan is to perform this operation more simply 
and perfectly by chemical means. The pat- 
tern is printed or stenciled in grease colors 
on the tinfoil, which is then fastened to the 
glass by asphalt; and the prepared plate 
is placed in an acid bath that dissolves out 
the exposed parts of the foil. The asphalt 
is then washed off, when the glass is ready 
for etching in the usual way.

3,500 square miles, or nearly three times 
that of Delaware.

The climate is healthier than that 
of any of the other West Indian islands, 
some one of which the United States ought 
to have for a coaling station and other 
purposes, 

The only drawback is that Puerto Rico 
has a population of about 850,000. Of 
these over 800,000 are colored. So it has 
about half as many people as Cuba had be- 
fore Weyler starved to death so many of 
them, while its area is only about one- 
twelfth that of Cuba. The island is desir 
able, but the inhabitants are not in all re- 
spects, ause in institutions, political 
ideas, language, and laws they differ so 
much from Americans. 
Theoretically, when the Spaniards have 
been driven out of the West Indies Puerto 
Rico should ferm a part of the Republic of 
Cuba. The people of both islands belong 
to the same race and have the same religion, 
language, and customs. 


will not wish to throw in their lot with the 
Cubans but will insist upon setting up a 
republic of their own, without having had 
any previous training in the great art of 
self-government. 

The Spanish-Americans never have been 
able to see the advantage of converting 
many petty provinces into one strong state. 
Their tendency has been towards disinte- 
gration instead of integration. The old 
Central American federation broke up into 
five small states. The original Republic 
of Colombia split up into Venezuela, Ecua- 
dor, and Colombia. 

So it is quite probable that the Puerto 
Ricans would rather form a part of the 
United States than of the Republic of 
Cuba. They never have had any intimate 
‘relations with the people of that island. 
They have simply been oppressed by the 
same despotic ruler. If the people of 
Puerto Rico want to belong to the United 
States they will have to be taken in, though 
the annexation of the island will raise some 
difficult governmental! problems. 

As regards the Philippine Islands, which 
are now in a state of partial revolt against 
Spain, it may be easy enough for the Amer- 
jean Asiatic squadron to dispose of the 
vessels which Spain has in the Pacific and 
compel the syrrender of Manila. The over- 
throw of Spanish power in the islands 
would follow. 

But the seven million inhabitants of the 


‘islands, mostly Indians, might not want new 


masters after getting rid of their Spanish 
rulers, They might refuse to be sold to 
Japan or any other power. As for Japan 
it would be pleased to get the Philippines, 
but until it has thoroughly subjugated and 
pacified Formosa it is not in condition to 
take the rebellious Philippines in hand.

EASTER SUNDAY. 

The growing tendency to observance of: 
Easter Sunday is a pleaBant indication of 
the growth of liberal and harmonizing prin- 
ciples in the different branches of the Chris- 
tian church. Easter, like Christmas, has 
gathered to itself all the poetry and gladness 
of the season in which it is celebrated. It 
mingles in its varied religious and popular 
rites and customs legends and traditions, 
some of which can be traced back to the 
earliest ages. The Jewish Passover and 
the Canaanitish and Egyptian Massoth are 
antetypes of Easter which is yearly becom- 
ing of deeper significance as the advanced 
thought of the time fails to answer satis- 
factorily the enigma of human life and 
destiny. | 

To all Christians Easter is of course the 
most joyous and significant of the festivals 
of the Christian year, Christmas alone ex- 
cepted. It is the In Memoriam of the found- 
er of Christianity, written in flowers and 
sunlight and chanted in praise. On the 
dawn of Easter morning the bells of Chris- 
tendom no longer call to the miserere, that 
canticle of despair, but chime a jubilate of 
hope and life. 

The ancient Christian year began with 
Easter, and not, as now, with Advent, and 
in northern climes the Easter festival now 
comes on the threshold of spring, the sea- 
son of flowers, of the joyous reawakening of 
nature from the sleep or death of winter. 
In the latitude of Chicago it is yet too early 
for wild flowers, but not far to the south 
hepaticus and anemones, violets and tril- 
liums, with their bloom and faint perfume, 
greeted this Easter morning, and the pro- 
cession of the flowers has already begun. 
In the churches of Chicago today Easter 
lilies will vie with anthems in giving glad- 
ness to the greatest festival of the Christian 
church.

DISASTER TO GOLD SEEKERS. 

In mortality and destructiveness the 
avalanche disaster in Chilkoot Pass last 
Sunday is apparently the equal of the 
Shawneetown flood. As in the latter case 
the total deaths are estimated at something 
like one hundred and the known fatalities 
are at the present writing between twenty- 
five and thirty. It is to be hoped that the 
first estimates will shrink in numbers, as 
they did in the Shawneetown disaster, but 
in any case it is the most serious catastrophe 
that has thus far overtaken the Alaskan 
gold seekers. Many of the survivors have 
lost their entire outfit and will be com- 
pelled to abandon their expedition. 

The accident occurred on the Dyea trail 
a couple of miles above Sheep Camp. At 
this point the trail runs up a steep gorge, 
flanked on one side by a high cliff of glacial 
ice It was down this cliff that the ava- 
lanche swept, at a time when the trail was 
crowded with people traveling over the 
pass to the Klondike country. The imme- 
diate cause of the disaster was the koften- 
ing of the heavy snows on the cliff under 
the influence of a warm chinook wind; caus- 
ing thousands of tons of snow and rocks to 
slide without warning into the valley. 

The helpless humanity camped in the path 
of the ayalanche or traveling past the fatal 
point was struck down without the slight- 
est chance to escape. Some who were

CONSIDERING WAR TAXES. 
War must be near at hand, for the Com- 
‘mittee on Ways and Means is hard at work 
on that revenue legislation which will have 


to be enacted to provide the sinews of war. 


The members of the committee seem to 
have agreed upon the doubling of the beer 
tax, which will furnish 35 millions of rev- 
enue a year, and also on an increase of the 


down, little by little, that the proceeds for 
the last fiscal year were only $600,000 
greater than for the fiscal year 1887. To- 
bacco is one of those articles which can 
stand a heavy tax. It ought to produce 
about 30 millions a year more than it does. 
The committee is reported to be of the 
opinion that stamp taxes should be imposed 
on checks, drafts, bills of exchange, deeds 
and mortgages, and also on patent medi- 
eines. The latter can be made to furnish 
considerable revenue, for the consumption 
of those nostrums is great, and the people 


them no matter what they cost. 

There is no intimation as yet that the 
committee intends to recommend the levy- 
ing of duties on tea and coffee. It may be 
that it gives the preference to internal rev- 
enue taxes because they begin to furnish 
revenue almost immediately, while customs 
duties do not, because even a brief delay in 
the passage of a tariff bill enables importers 
‘to lay in large stocks of those commodities 
which they suspect will have to pay heavier 
duties. 

Some Congressmen might claim that 
duties on tea and coffee affect consumers, 
most of whom are poor people. That objec- 
tion cannot be raised against stamp taxes 
on drafts, checks, and other instruments 


and not upon labor. The working people 


are not in the habit of giving checks. 


It is hinted that letter postage might be 


cents. That would add about 30 mill- 
ions a year to the revenues. The 
brewers would much rather see that 
done than have the beer tax raised, 
but an increase in postage rates, while pro- 
ducing considerable revenue, probably 
would not be popular. The people who do 
not know or care when they pay a little 
more on account of tariff duties for com- 
modities like tea and coffee, which have no 
fixed price, might object to paying three 
cents every time they buy a postage stamp 
when they have been in the habit of paying 
two cents. ; 

One fact is plain, however. It is that this 
country has come to be so populous and 
wealthy that it can raise enormous reve- 
nues when necessary by the imposition of 
comparatively light taxes. There are many 
sources of revenue not utilized as yet, or 
barely utilized, from which it can draw 
abundant means to carry on greater wars 
than one with Spain will be without op- 
pressing the taxpayers, :

MEDICAL QUESTIONS OF A WAR. 

A recent issue of the Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association contains an inter- 
esting editorial discussion of some of the 
medical questions that will confront our 
surgeons and hospital corps in the event of 
a war with Spain. It refers briefly but 
gravely to the serious sanitary questions 
likely to be encountered by sending a land 
force to Cuba at the very close of the healthy 
season, and predicts that a march through 
Spain from Cordova to Madrid will “fur- 
nish much material of interest for the medi- 
cal historian.” But the article is chiefly 
confined to a discussion of the mortality and 
wounds likely to result from the use of 
ultra-modern arms. 

Evidently the medical experts, like other 
people, can at present do little more than 
guess at the results of a great naval battle 
with torpedo boats and modern battleships. 
The writer of the article in question admits 
that the data obtained from a single engage- 
ment in the China-Japan struggle are prac- 
tically useless for purposes of generaliza- 
tion. He ventures to predict, however, 
that the mortality will either be slight or 
very great—that modern ironclads will 
either protect their crews or be their coffins. 
There will not be much of the splintering of 
wood that played so large a part in the 
easualties abourd the old oak-huilt vessels. 
There may be some splintering of steel, but 
probably a greater danger will arise from 
the intense heat caused by th impact of 
high-speed projectiles against resisting 
armor. 

It will be remembered that the fires be- 
tween decks, and the suffocating heat, as 
well as the shock of impact, played an im- 
portant part in the Japanese casualties. 
Only one person has endured such a bom- 
bardment at its worst and lived to deseribe 
it, and he died shortly afterward, insane 
from the effects of the shock to his nervous 
system. The medical editor remarks that 
this shattering of nerves is 4 matte? that 
must be reckoned with.

In a strike riot in England recently a 
miner was shot through the fleshy part of 


the leg with a pointed steel bullet and was 


entirely unaware of it until after the ex- 
citement was all over. The English troops 
on the Indian frontier early discovered that 
these bullets were not sufficient to check a 
charge of fanatical mountaineers, and 
learned to make their bullets more éffective 
by filing off the steel point. This led the 
Indian government to invent and manufac- 
ture what is called the“ Dum-Dum ” bul- 
let, with a soft point, which strips off the 
steel and makes a fearfully ragged wound. 
The Russian government is said to have re- 
cently. adopted a similar bullet—a move 
which the medical writer denounces as a 
relapse toward barbarism. That England 
regards these bullets as fit only to use 
against barbarous nations is shown by that 
country’s action in devising for European 
use a modified bullet, steel-cased, but with 
a cup-shaped depression instead of the soft 
point that does such murderous butchery. 
Spain may be depended upon to use the 
most barbarous methods and weapons that 
the law of nations will allow. In any case 
a determined war is likely to create some 
new and important questions for military 
surgeons and humanitarians to settle. The 
medical journal in question is not far wrong 
when it suggests that it would be well to 
have another Geneva convention to regu- 
late certain matters in which civilized na- 
tions seem to be trimming their course 
dangerously near the limits of savagery.” 


ENGLISH VICTORY IN EGYPT. 
The Anglo-HEgyptian army, which for 
nearly a year past has been steadily ad- 


vaneing up the Nile, appears to have won 


a brilliant victory over the Dervishes at 
Atbara, in upper Nubia, or Soudan, on the 
Sth inst. So carefully has this advance 
been conducted that there has been no time 
since it commenced when the army was not 
able to communicate. directly with Cairo 
by telegraph, and the victory was known in 
London by way of the Egyptian capital on 
the evening of the day it occurred. A rail- 
way, in process of construction in the rear 
of the army as it advanced, has kept up a 


steady stream of munitions and other sup- 


plies from its base in Egypt. 

The steadiness with which the progress 
of the Anglo-Egyptian force has been main- 
tained for the last eight months is indicated 
by the order of occupation of different 
points. Abu Hamid was captured Aug. 14, 
1897, followed on Sept. 7 by the occupation. 
of Berber and on Dec. 1 by that of Metem- 
neh. The principal military event of the 
present year was the capture of Shendy, on 
the upper Nile, on the 2d of the present 
month. The victory just achieved at At- 
bara is evidently one of the most important 
of this carefully planned campaign, as it 
was won over a force ogcupying a strongly 
fortified position, and estimated less than 
a week ago at 19,000 men, under the com- 
mand of the principal Dervish leaders. 
Osman Digna, who has been one of Eng- 
land’s most unrelenting enemies in that re- 
gion for years past, escaped, but Mahmoud, 
another native leader, was captured, to- 
gether with a large portion of his force, 
guns, baggage, ammunition, and standards. 

This is believed to be one of the most dam- 
aging blows the Dervishes have received 
during the present canfpaign, as it brings 
the advancing army within 100 miles of 
Khartoum, which has not been visited by 
an English military force since its capture 
by the forces of the Mahdi and the assas- 
sination of General Gordon in January, 
1885. The capture of Khartoum may be 
expected to follow at an early day, as there 
is reason to believe that, as the result of 
this latest victory, the way is now practical- 
ly open. The civilized world will feel a deep 
interest in this avenging of the fate of the 
gallant Gordon even.at this late day. 

| THE BUTTERINE LAW. 

Judges Hanecy, Brentano, and Chetlain 
sat together to hear a number of habeas 
corpus cases brought to test the butterine 
law passed by the Legislature at the reg- 
ular session. The first two Judges agree in 
the opinion that the act is uneonstitutional. 
Judge Chetlain does not think it is. 

The object of the law is to prevent the 
coloring of butterine yellow so that it may 
look like butter. The expectation of the 


framers of the measure was that while peo- 


ple would buy butterine, knowing it to be 
such, if it had a nice, yellow complexion, 
they would not buy it if it had a pallid, 
sickly, lard-like hue. 

So anxious were the dairymen to get this 
law through that some of their representa- 
tives in the Legislature voted for the Allen 
law in order to get votes for the butterine 
bill. That was a trade by which Chicago 
was a double sufferer. The object of one 
law was to hand over Chicago streets to 
the traction companies and of the other to 
drive out of the market the cheap substitute 
for butter consumed so extensively in this 
city. 

The two Judges who hold the law invali 
argue that butterine is a wholesome article 
of food. It is a manufactured product, like 
butter. But the law discriminates against 
the former product by making it an offense 
to use harmless coloring matter to make it 
more salable, while the butter manufacturer 
is allowed to use that harmless coloring 
matter. The Judges call this an unjust 
discrimination. 

They admit the right of the Legislature 
to regulate the manufacture and sale of 
butterine—to enact laws to protect persons 
from being deluded into buying it when 
they think they are buying butter. But the 
Judges declare that “the Legislature can- 
not prohibit the manufacture and sale of 
wholesome and nutritious articles of food, 
either directly or under the guise of pro- 
hibitory acts.” 

This line of argument will not please the 
butter manufacturers, who believed the law 
would check the sales of butterine in II- 
linois and make a better market for butter, 


| but if they were not personally interested 
they might be ready to admit that the rea- 


soning of the decision is hard to get over. 
As the case just decided cannot be ap- 


| pealed to the Supreme Court itis impossible 


as yet to get a decision from that tribunal. 
The friends of the law will, therefore, have 
to begin new suits and see if they can get

Where all 
this money is to come from is a puzzle that 
no one here can solve. Belgium, Holland, 
and private syndicates have been applied 
to in vain. The revenues which have not 
been already pledged are insufficient.” In 
the midst of these financial! straits robbery 
and peculation continue on all sides, and 
the government is not energetic enough or 


honest enough to punish the thieving offi- 


cials. 

The situation, as described by the Sun’s 
correspondent, shows that this immense 
empire, with its great resources and its 
vast working population, is slowly but sure- 
ly going to pieces, and that its own govern- 
ment is aiding in the work. The outcome, 
however, will be a blessing to the world 
once the great powers of Europe have 
opened up these rich provinces to industry, 
civilization, and modern ideas. Thanks to 
the plucky little Japs, who prepared the 
way, the twentieth century, before it is far 
advanced, is destined to witness the down- 
fall of the Chinese Empire. 3 


LESS TRAVELING ABROAD THIS YEAR 

The transatlantic steamship companies 
report a falling off in the spring travel. Al- 
though times are better than they have been 
for the last five years the American tourists 
do not seem to be in any haste to leave 
home. 

This apparent inclination to stay at home 
may be accounted for inmany ways. Busi- 
ness-men who have been in the habit of 
taking flying pleasure trips abroad havea 
feeling that if there is to be a war it will be 
wise for them to stick to the shop and be on 
hand if anything should happen. They do 
not apprehend anything, but they have a 
vague feeling that they should be on guard 
when war is raging. | 

Some persons have an idea that it is not 
exactly the thing for them or their families 
to be off pleasuring when their country may 

sending out fleets and armies at any mo- 


ment. These persons may have no inten- 


tion ot doing any fighting themselves, but 


they do not think it is patriotic to go too 


far from the scene of the fighting. 

Furthermore, the Dingley tariff law con- 
tains a provision designed to check the tend- 
ency of Americans to go abroad to do their 
That law permits teurists to 
bring in free of duty only a hundred dollars’ 
worth of dutiable goods. That discourages 
those individuals, male and female, who 
have been in the habit of buying about all 
their clothing abroad. | 

If the tide of foreign travel is checked 
through any or all these causes the country 
will be the gainer by it. A smaller share of 
the provisions, breadstuffs, cotton, petxo- 
leum, etc., sent abroad will go to defray the 
expenses of American tourists—their rail- 
road, hotel, and shopping bills. More 
money will be spent on American railroads 
and in American hotels and shops. There 
will be more employment for American 
workingmen, 8 

Nor will the people who would have gone 
abroad but for the impending war with 
Spain lose anything by spending the sum- 
mer on this side of the ocean. This is a large 
country. It has many things well worth 
seeing which they have never seen. It will 
do them no harm to explore the United 
States a little. That will do them more good 
than to wander up and down the streets of 
Paris. 


EDUCATION THROUGH MUSIC. 

Mr. Tomlins’ ‘withdrawal from the direc- 
torship of the Apollo club would be the 
more to be regretted if it were not for the 
new and larger educational movement to 
which he now devotes himself. Mistakenly 
or otherwise, he believes that through his 
own experience as teacher of children’s 
choruses, building at the time better than he 
knew, he has made what amounts to a 
practical discovery. It is the discovery of 
the immensely vital but hitherto generally 
unrecognized’ power ot education through 
music; an education which, beginning at the 
center of each one’s own personality, is at 
once physical, mental, and moral in its 
effects. Mr. Tomlins is as much a theorist 
as he is an artist. He has a clear and in- 
telligible philosophy for his own light and 
leading in all his work, especially in his 
work among children. The results observed 
in connection with his tra of the chil- 
dren’s. chorns for the World’s Fair, and 
his. subsequent work with large classes 


gathered from among the poorer children of 


the city, so strikingly confirmed his theory 
and the immense moral Significance of it 
that he has at length taken it to be his 
mission to proclaim it far and near and 
press. it upon the attention of the leading 
educators ot the country, 

The characteristic thing about Mr. Tom- 
Uns method is that it is not mechanical, 
but is vital and follows the line of nature. 
It does not begin with the voice; it begins 
with each one’s own individuality. Notwo 
boys are alike; each child is unique. Each 
one has his own distinct personality to bring 
out and in terms of music to express. This 
the teacher first of all is to respect. Then 
it is equally important, Mr. Tomlins insists, 


to get the child to respect it and to acquire | 


the courage and unhindered freedom to let 
it out. To do this implies at once self-free- 
dom and self-mastery. And here, it is 
claimed, is where the supreme value of the 
education through music comes in, “ This, 
then,” says Mr. Tomlins, “is our work. 
To purify a child’s nature so that his voice 


is as sincere as it is sweet; to ennoble him 


by contact with the highest in thought and 
feeling that brain and heart have produced; 
to have him know that his fellow is his 


brother and God his father; and then send |

of the brewers and the saloonkeepers. The 
question is whether Congress will be equally 
firm. The agents of the Brewers’ associa- 
tion are at work now in Washington. They 
are threatening with defeat every Congress- 
man who votes to raise the beer tax unless 
he votes at the same time to raise the taxes 
or duties on all articles which furnish 
revenue now, and to impose duties or taxes 
on all which do not. The object of that is to 
minimize as much as possible the additional 
amount to be paid by beer. Congressmen 
should refuse to be intimidated, and should 
put another dollar on each barrel of beer. 
Then an increased revenue of 35 millions a 
year will be obtained with certainty and ease. 


A SECOND installment of the story of 
George F. Tilton, the survivor from the 
crews of the whaling fleet caught in the ice 
in the Arctic Ocean in October last, has 
been given out since his arrival in Oregon. 
It represents that three out of eight vessels 
composing the fleet had been crushed to 
pieces when they were first caught, and, 
while the crews had escaped, they were 
compelled to camp on the ice, where they 
had built houses of the sails and fragments 
of the wrecks. They were enabled to save 
enough provisions for their use during the 
winter, but the fate of the other vessels on 
the breaking up of the Ice in the spring 1s still 
in doubt. It required several days after 
leaving the vessels for Tilton to reach Point 
Barrow, and nearly five months to reach 
St. Michael, during which time he and his 
two Esquimaux guides endured intense suf- 
fering from the cold and lack of provisions. 
At St. Michael he met the relief expedition 
sent out by the United States government 
under command of Lieutenant Jarvis. 


Mr. WILLIAM M. CHAN, the artist, and 
head of the art school bearifig his name, 
has printed a card in the New York papers 
expressly denying that the young lady pupils 
of the school sent the disrespectful and vul- 
gar message to the President which has been 
attributed to them.

In. PAUL DE CRAVATH, a member of the | 


Board of Trustees of Oberlin College, O., 
writes to a New York paper a contradiction 
of statements which recently appeared in 
that paper to the effect that that institution 
was in financial straits and night close. Mr. 
Cravath says: 

The college is not in financial straits, and no 


college in the United States is less likely to close 
its doors for lack of funds, or for any other cause. 
In my judgment the college has never been in a 
more satisfactory and promising condition. While 
it needs a President, and, like every other college, 
is atrrxious to have additional endowment to enable 
it to enlarge its usefulness, its affairs are being 
administered with signal success under the guid- 
ance of an acting President and a committee of 
the faculty. It is free from debt and has assured 
to it an income sufficient to meet its expenses—a 
statement which can be made of very few colleges. 


Mr. Cravath’s statement will be received 
with pleasure by the- many friends of this 
old, historical institution. 


COLONEL FRANK MADDEN, a retired’ officer 
of the Fourth United States Cavalry, who 
had experience during our civil war, and has 
had opportunities for wide observation of 
the fighting qualities of different nations— 
being himself a native of Ireland—has the 
following to say in reference to the outlook 
fora war with Spain:

I am an 
Irishman and was born in the old country, but I 
have seen enough of Americans to know that they 
make the finest soldiers in the world. In my 
opinion if war comes it will be a short shrift for

EVER since the formation of the gov- 
ernment until] the present time has 
there been anything like a set of rules, 
officially recognized, for the guidance 
of the principal officers of the govern- 
ment and their wives at sotial and diplomatic 
functions, says a Washington correspondent 
of the New York Sun. For years this de- 
ficiency has caused endless worry and 
controversy in diplomatic and official life 
here, and at various times has the 
cause of correspondence between the nited 
States and other countries, to say nothing 
of disagreements among members of the 
Cabinet and high officials generally. In 
Buropean coyrts the matter of precedence 
has been settled by convention, and in diplo- 
o functions of whatsoever character 
each Ambassador or Envoy knows the place 
‘which will bé assigned to him and takes it 
without discussion. The representatives of 
the United States, having had little part in 
European assemblies of diplomats, 
— had no opportunity to develop a social 
pode such as forms part of the information 
the various foreign offices in Europe, and 
elected or newly named officials in 
this country have, on coming into office, 
known little of what was expected of them 
beyond what they learned from. subord- 
tes. 
= the administration of President Harri- 
son the Secretary of State, Mr. Foster, had 
red for his own guidance by a clerk 
of the State department from the best estab- 
lished precedents a guide, as authoritative 
as possible, to proper official conduct in 
social and official functions at Washington. 
This memorandum, though incomplete, was 
used By Secretary and Mrs. Foster, and was 
handed to Mr. Olney when Mr. Cleveland 
came into power. Mr. Olney declined to 
allow it to be made public, and, although 
he used it himself for his own information, 
refused to give it official sanction. As yet 
there is no official sanction to this set of 
rules, but they have been followed by the 
Secretaries of State for the last seven or 
eight years, and thus by usage claim the 
right of official recognition. 


Trouble Between Dignitaries. 


Shortly after President McKinley cam» 
into office there arose a controversy between 
the Vice President, Mr. Hobart, and Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, 
as to which of them preceded the other at 
diplomatic or other official functions. Last 
year a dinner was given in this city by the 
late Gardiner G. Hubbard to the Vice Pres- 
dent, to which the British Ambassador was 
invited. Upon the receipt of the invitation 
Sir Julian wrote to Mr. Hubbard, asking to 
see a diagram of the table, and intimating 
politely that if he were not to have the place 
of honor he could not see fit to accept. Mr. 
Hubbard had no diagram of the table pre- 
pared, but in reply to the British Ambassn-~ 
dor said that Mr. Hobart, being Vice Presi- 


dent of the United States and the guest of 4s

The situation eontinued thus for some 
time, Sir Julian refusing to call upon he 
Vice President on the ground that, being an 


Ambassador, by the usages of international 


law he represented the person of the Queen, 
and thus ranked next to the President of the 
United States. The Vice President refused 
to call first upon Sir Julian on the ground 
that he was by the constitution of the United 
States the legitimate successor of the Presi- 
dent, and thus occupied a position similar 
to that of the Prince of Wales, the heir ap- 
parent to the British throne, who pr 

all diplomatic emissaries. 

This controversy became after a time 80 
irritating, and the officia! relations of these 
two men became so strained, that Mr. Mo- 
Kinley wrote a personal letter to Mr. Hay, 


the American Ambassador, asking him to 


obtain from the proper English authorities 
a definition of the status and rank of Sir 
Julian from the point of view of the social 
authorities of his own government. It was 
stated that, if this authority sustained Sir 


Julian, Mr. Hobart would be willing to al- 


low him to take precédence. Mr. Hay was 
informed in response to his inquiries that 
the British authorities did not consider Sir 
Julian's contention proper, and that he 
would be so informed by the British Foreign 
office. The result was that a note to this 
effect was dispatched to Sir Julian, and in 
January last Sir Julian called upon the Vice 
President at his house in Lafayette Square, 
and Mr. Hobart returned the

Official guests are seated at official dinners 
in the following order: 8 

The official highest in rank takes the seat 
on the right of and next the hostess; the 
wife of that official, or, if she be absent, the 
ranking lady present takes the seat onthe 
right of and next to the host. 

The official second in rank takes the seat on 
the left of and next to the hostess; the wife 
of that official, or, if she be absent, then the 
lady second highest in rank, the seat on the 
left of and next to the host. 

The third ranking official is seated to the 
right of the hostess; his wife to the right of 
the host; the fourth on the left of the 
hostess; his wife on the left of the host, etc. 

Guests of honor, no matter what their 
rank, take precedence over all other guests. 

Official dinners given by the ladies of the 
Cabinet are set for dates subsequent to the 
first official dinners given by the wife of the 
Chief Executive and the wife of the Vice 
President. 

The date for the first official dinner given 
by the wife of the Secretary of the Treasury 
should be subsequent to that chosen by the 
wife of the Secretary of State for her first 
official dinner: At all dinners attended by 
the President of the United States and wife 
the President and his hosteés are the first to 
enter the dining-room, the wife of the Presi- 
dent and the host being the last. 

At all other dinners the host and lady hon- 
ored lead, the hostess and gentleman honored 
coming last. 

The first official function given by the Sec- 
retary of State is a breakfast to the Diplo- 
matic Corps on New Year's day. This com+e 
mences promptly at 12 o’clock noon and ends 
at 1 o’clock. As the wife of the Secrciary 
is usually one of the receiving party at the 
Hixecutive Mansion on New Year's

HOW TO CHOOSE A VIOLIN. 


Some of the Things Which Purchasers 
Interested in the Instruments 
Would Do Well to Know. 


In purchasing a violin there are two things 
that must be considered, writes Frank 
Waldo, Ph. D., in the Ladies’ Home Journal. 
First, the kind of an instrument to buy; 
and, second, where to buy it. The criterion 
in the choice of a violin is usually the amount 
of money at the disposal of the purchaser. 
Still, there are other things than cost to be 
taken into consideration. A violin is « 
violin, just as a horse is a horse. One would 
not buy a huge cart horse for use in a light 
carriage, nor would one select an orchestra 
violin for parlor playing. Some violins are 
loud, while others are subdued in tone. 
Shrillness and softness, coarseness and deli- 
cacy, rawness, mellowness, penetrability 
and lack of carrying power, roundness or 
denseness and diffuseness, are all terms 
which signify extremes of special charac- 
teristics of tone. 

Since a beginner will, for a long time, do 
most of his playing tn a small room, he 
should have an instrument that will produce 
an agreeable tone in limited quarters. His 
violin should therefore possess a suocued, 
soft, mellow, delicate tone, rather than a 
loud, piercing, or raw tone. The desired 
qualities are seldom found in the cheap or 
moderately high-priced new violins, which 
sell for from $5 to $75 apiece. They are, 
however, to be met with in the older—say 
the last.century—instruments of the French, 
German or English school of viclinmakers. 
The intrinsic value of such instruments va- 
ries from $25 to $100 in ordinary cases, al- 
though fine specimens may be worth con- 
siderably more. A violin in every way de-

“A second theory has it that the decom- 
position is caused by the action of an electric 
current abandoning one conductor suddenly 
for a more favorable conductor and carrying 
atoms of the first conductor with it. 

“I myself believe that electrolysis is of 
the same nature as rust, corrosion, or what- 
ever form decom~osition may assume on 
the particular metal under consideration, 
such decomposition being intensified and 
hastened by electricity. We know that 
electricity has the effect of stimulating 
every natural activity to which it is ap- 
plied. Let it be applied, for example, to the 
combination of iron with oxygen, which is 

chemically as ferrous di-oxide, com- 
monly as rust. The work of combination is 
so facilitated that the entire thickness of a 
tube may be affected at once, whereas, 
under ordinary conditions, only the surface 
is attacked. Moisture is necessary in the 
production of rust, and is a necessary con- 
dition for electrolysis. This is merely a sec- 
ondary point of similarity between the two 
forms of the phenomenon. | 

“The apparently arbitrary manner in 
which electrolysis attacks its prey in spots 
I account for very simply. The affected 
places mark the points at which the cur- 
rent meets the metal, and takes to it - con- 
ductor. A cubic yard of earth around a 
pipe will not have equal power of con- 


Bearing these two facts in mind, we readily 
see how it isgthat pipes are attacked in 
spots. 

** Comparatively few people are aware of 
the enormous latitude that electric circula- 
tion has through the crustof the earth. It 
is the vital principle of all animate life; it js 
everywhere. Even of that portion of it which 
is generated or captured by human de- 
vices and turned to mercantile purposes an 
immense part escapes, to return through 
the earth to its point of generation. Tele- 
phone and telegraph lines are grounded, de- 
pending exclusively upon the earth for their 
return circuit. Blectric car lines depend, 
for a return circuit, upon their rails. These 
are clearly inadequate for the purpose. A 
part of the current will return through the 
rails if they are in contact with one an- 
other; otherwise most of it will find en easicr 
conductor through the earth. 

Add to this the fact that the so-called 
solid insulators inclosing light and power 
wires under the city streets do not insulate, 
and you get a partial idea of the aggregate 
strength of the electric current constantly 
circulating beneath our feet. It is a mis- 
take to apply the term ‘ Stray’ or ‘ rene- 
gade’ to such currents; they are neither. 
They are simply and surely obeying one of 
the laws of their nature, choosing with in- 
fallible accuracy the path of least resistance 
that leads back to an initial polit of elec- 
tricity. Their paths may be circuitous; in 
fact, they are limited only by the thickness 


effects. The only salvation of the high 
buildings, in my opinion, will lie in the use of 
efficient insulators for all electric: con- 
dugtors; and the only efficient insulator I 
have found is a vacuum surrounding the 
conductor.“ 

There is no broader or more conservative 
man in his line than T. R. Tinsley, the archi- 
_teet who supervised the construction of the 
Great Northern Theater and Hotel Building. 
For years he has been recognized as a writer 
of authority on scientific subjects along the 
line of building problems. He also is the 
author of a manuscript on a new method of 
heat derived direct from the forcesof nature 
instead of by combustion of fuel which has 
attracted deep attention among electricians 
and other scientists. Mr. Tinsley said: 

“ So far as I know there has been no direct 
investigation and reported results into the 
action of electrolysis upon foundations and 
metal structural supports of our steel skel- 
etoned buildings from any reputable author- 
ity.” It should be remembered that General 
Sooysmith’s report had not been circulated 
at the time of the interview with Mr. Tins- 
ley. “And permit me to observe that the 
subject matter is as prolific of theories, sur- 
mises, and guesses as a Russian desert is of 
fleas, so that any theory, advanced upon 
pretended experiment or not, should be well 
seasoned with age before being accepted.

and cement are built up into the form of 


truncated pyramids, varying in area of base 
from six to thirty feet square, according to 
the weight to be sustained. Upon each of 
the pliers thus formed stands one or more 
of the columns which extend upward 
through the building and carry its weight. 
The approximate dead weight of the Ma- 
sonic Temple is 15,000 tons, increased some- 
thing less than 10 per cent by the live weight. 
The dead weight is of the structure alone; 


the live weight consists of the machinery, 


furniture, etc., as well as people that are 
added to the burden. The building is sup- 
ported by seventy columns, The average 
weight per square foot that rest on the 
earth is about 3,500 pounds. 

These figures are given for the purpose of 
presenting some idea of how essential to 
such a building’s safety is the perfect con- 
dition of every detail of the foundation 
‘structure. A piece of iron strongly affected 
by electrolysis can be crumbled in the fin- 
gers. It goes to pieces with less resistance 
than is offered by @ piece of dry clay. A 
rivet becoming so affected would be able to 
perform its duties up to a certain limit in 
the process of its decomposition. That limit 


ductivity in all its parts, Some portions of 
it, by reasons of moisture or peculiarity of 
material, will offer a current less resistance 
than it will meet in other parts. Changes 
in the relative degrees of moisture in the 
several parts of this cubic yard of earth 
may take place from time to time: the elea- 
tric current passing that way will always 
choose the path of least resistance. 
Moreover, we must not lose sight of the 
fact that a conductor can carry only a 
limited amount of electricity. A certain 
portion of a current will find one way toa 
pipe; if that way lack sufficient conductive 
capacity for the whole current, the re- 
mainwer of the current will seek other ways.

AN’T you sleep o' nights? Then join 

the Insomnia club, “The Guild of 

Night Worshipers,”’ and in the wake- 

ful, silent watches feel companion- 

Ship and comparative peace where 
before all was loneliness and unrest. 

The Guild of Night Worshipers is almost 
unknown as it certainly is unique among the 
world’s associations. The sole qualification 
for membership is insomnia. There are 
seventy-two people belonging to this wake- 
ful organization. They are scattéred about 
the world and in the ranks are to be found 
members of the nobility, army and navy 
officers, clergymen, and servants. Sleepless- 
ness knows no aristocracy. 

Seven Americans, three of them living in 
Chicago, belong to the Insomnia club, Tue 
Rev. George B. Pratt, assistant rector of 
the Church of the Epiphany on Ashland 
boulevard, is in a double sense one of the 
most wide-awake members of this curious 
association. The names of the other two 
Chicago members Mr. Pratt will not dis- 
“lose, for it is an unwritten law of the or- 
ganization that the identity of the sleep- 
less ones be withheld. The fact is that in 
many cases no one but the Secretary of the 
guild, Lady Eardley, No. 4 Lancaster street, 
Hyde Park, London, knows the real names 
of those belonging. Every member has, 
however, a list of pseudonyms with the 
proper address of the persons who have 
assumed them. Then when lying awake at 
night the thoughts of the wakeful ones 
travel from place to place about the globe, 
and they find rest and companionship in the 
thought that others in these places far 
away or near are thinking of them. The 
path of this thought travel around the world 
has stations like the way of the cross, for 
of a verity those who are sleepless are true 
cross bearers. 


It so nappens that nearly all the members 
of the Insomnia club belong to the English 


Church or the churches which are in com- 


munion with it. There is nothing, however, 
in the constitution of the guild which en- 
joins euch membership. Lady Eardiey, who 
started the association, is a hard worker 
in one of London’s great parishes and is a 
devout churchwoman. Every member, in 
addition to thought companionship with 
other members during sleepless nights, is 
asked to pray for the guild and for those 
within ite ranks. Every little while a leaf- 
let containing the names of the members 
or the names by which they choose to be 
known is distributed. Opposite each name 
is given a request for the prayers of other 
members. Each one belonging sends in an 
expressed desire that a petition be offered 
for himself or for some one else by the other 
members as they lie awake. In many in- 
stances the requests are simply for prayers.

The sleepless ones keep these lists constant- 
ly at their bedsides, and when the wakeful 
periods come on they glance them through, 
select three or four names, and then pray

Lady Eardley, whose name in the Guild of 
Night Worshipers is simply E. has is- 
sued recently a tract bearing on the subject 
of the guild, which she calls simply Sleep- 
less Nights.“ In touching on the founding 
of the elub she says that the idea came to her 
from a little book entitled Royal Bounty,” 
written by Miss F. Havergal, in which there 
is a chapter having for its text the quotation 
from the Psalm, Thou holdest mine eyelids 
waking.” From this, Lady Eardley says, 
the idea rose in her mind that the form- 


ation of a society for thought and prayer 


during sleepless nights might be a help to 
those of God's children whose eyelids are 
thus held by him for hidden though lov- 
ing purposes, and who lie night after night 
in sleepless waiting.“ 

There are seven articles laid down in the 


gulld’s constitution—if the little leaflet of 


suggestions properly may be called a con- 
stitution. 

Some of the correspondence between mem- 
bers of this Insomnia association might be 
read by people troubled with sleeplessness 
with as much physical as spiritual advan- 
tage, for different methods of wooing sleep 
are given in detail, and these methods might 
be followed with advantage by many suffer- 
ers. Sleep prescriptions—not medicinal—in 
gome cases are efficacious, while in others 
they are without effect. Thus it happens that 
some member will receive from another a 
suggestion that may be of avail in his case, 
although it proved useless in the case of him 
who sent it. The one benefited may be able 


to return something of service to the other. 


It is apparently Lady s desire to 
increase the membership in the Guild of 
Night Worshipers. In her tract, 
„Sleepless Nights,” she says: 

“May we not hope that with these two 
services—praying for others who may be 
praying for us and together praising and 
thanking God during our sleepless hours—we 
shall no longer feel useless and lonely, and 
that our nights shall be light around us and 
‘sorrow and sighing shall flee away? 
Then she asks: “ Will any one join this 
guild? All are welcome and there is no sub- 
scription.”’

_poRT’s NATURE IS LAID BARE. 


NE would hardly look to the United 
States for the most valuable Burns 
manuscripts, but it is here that he 
will find them. The famous Lochry- 
an manuscripts, a collection contain- 

ing the letters, ninety-six in all, written by 
Burns to Mrs. Dunlop during a period of ten 
years, and her answers, now first published, 
ninety-seven letters—a woman is bound to 
have the last word—are.owned by Mr. R. B. 
Adam of Buffalo, N. T. To within a 
short time they have been in the pobsesslon 
of Mrs. Dunlop's family, the Wallaces of

these letters have been printed before at

a Relations Were Unique. 


“The relation between Burns and Mrs. 
Dunlop,” says Mr. Wallace, “is probably 
unique im Mterary history. She was not to 
him what Mme. de Warens was to Rous- 
eeau, or what ‘the divine Emily’ was to 
Voltains, or what Charlotte von Stein was 
to Goethe. She did not inspire him to lit- 
erary exertion as Lady Hesketh inspired 
Cowper, although she had some ambition 
that way. Her own view of the relationship 
she wished to establish is indeed given in 
one of the earliest of her letters: ‘I have 
been told Voltaire read all his manuscripts 
to an old woman, and printed nothing but 
what she approved I wish you would name 
me to her office.” Although Burns did not 
appoint her to the office,’ she appointed 
herself. In her letters she appears, as has 
already been said, as his constant; and 
sometimes even ruthless, critic.” 

She criticised Tam o’ Shanter” 
to offend the poet, but he did 
Tines in consequence, fortu 
read him lectures as 

and urged him te respect and love his wife, 

notwithstanding their relations before mar- 
riage. Burns complimented her by making 
her the godmother of his boy, who was 
named Wallace, after her family. 

Some of Burns’ best poems first saw the 
light in his letters to Mrs. Dunlop, among 
them the lines To Mary in Heaven,“ 
which I, for one, am weak enough to ad- 
mire, though the poet’s most recent editors 
call it hypochondriacal and “ woefully 
lacking in genuine inspiration.” 

It was in 1785 that Mrs. Dunlop's attention 
was first drawn to Burns by reading “ The 
Cotter’s Saturday Night,“ which so delight- 
ed her that she determined to know its au- 
thor. Her husband had just died, and she 
was suffering from the effects of a long i- 


ness, followed by great depression of mind. 


The pleasure of writing to Burns and re- 
ceiving letters from him did much to restore 
her to health and happiness. Socially she 
was his superior, but she treated him always 
as her equal in that respect, and as her su- 
perior in intellect. She was a well-read and 
well-informed woman for her time, though 
she occasionally tripped im her spelling. She 
was not well off, but she sent the poet a five- 
pound note now and again, as he sent her 
Wresents of books and cognac. 


Warned Against Flatterers. 

Mrs. Dunlop liked the position of mentor 
to a man she admired as she did Burns, and 
we find her writing to him to beware of the 
flatterer. She writes: Tou say nobody is 
o sensible to praise as the sons of Par- 
nassus. If so, I fear you have got too strong 
@ dose of it even for. the most callous con- 
stitution, and all mankind are unco [pretty] 
weak and little to be trusted wher all around 
are conspiring to spoil them and blow up 
their vanity—a passion which, while it de-

Indeed, if Mrs. Burns possess that house- 
hold mettle which a great many very valua- 
ble women in other respects are deficient in, 
I still think this your plan, and will still 
hope to see it crowned with success, though 
I am sensible your marriage will lose you a 
number of your former adherents. Whether 
your wife was or is only now became the 
‘mother of your children—Iis] a point in 
which I anxiously wish myself to be satis- 
fied. I feel all the indelicacy of my doing 
so; yet cannot help putting the question. I 
‘believe all your motives of action are noble 
and generous, but would be glad to exchange 
surmise for certalnty, and to be abe to assure 
others of what I make no doubt of myself. 
Tell me, therefore, I beg you, what prevented 
your marriage long ago, and on what side 
the demurs came that are now removed; for 
I hope the mutual interest of both and the 
advantage of the little ones. O, Burns! 
since I have 80 far overleapt decorum as 
touch upon this subject, let me go one step 
further, and tell you where I tremble for 
your peace. You say there is a heavy atmos- 
phere about your soul that shews painful 
objects larger than the life. You have tryed 
your influence and found it too powerful 
with a young innocent girl, who sacrificed 
everything valuable to convince you of her 
affection. Set a guard over your heart, lest 
the jaundiced eye of jealousie should one 
day view this proof through that magnify- 
ing medium, and blast that confidence in 
your wife which she so implicitly reposed in 
you, and which is the only bond of conjugal 
tranquillity. Take my word for it, time and 
possession does not more loosen the fond- 
ness ot most men than it rivets that of most 
women, especially if they are living a re- 
tired, industrious life, and employed in the 
care of children with whom they share a 
husband’s tender attachment and assiduous 


‘attentions.”’ 


Spoiled as a Husband. 
In the course of her letter, which is a long 
one, Mrs. Dunlop refers to the reports that 
the poet had indulged in a freedom of life 
that poisons a man’s mind for a husband 
by leading him to measure his ideas of 
every woman by the standard of the very 
worst among whom he has connected him- 
self.” Burns took his friend's letter in the 
spirit of its intentions and replied to It: 
„Mrs. Burns, madam, is the identical 
woman. When she first found herself 
‘as women wish to be who love their lords,’ 
as I loved her nearly to distraction we took 
steps for a private marriage. Her parents 
got the hint, and not only forbade me her 
company and their house, but on my ru- 
mored West Indian voyage got a warrant to 
put me in jail till I should find security in 
my about-to-be paternal relation. You 
know my lucky reverse of fortune. On my 
éclatant return to Mauchline I was made 
very welcome to visit my girl. The usual 
consequences began to betray her; and, as I 
was at that time laid up a cripple in Edin- 
burg, she was turned, literally turned, out 
of doors, and I wrote to a friend to shelter 
her till my return, when our marriage was 
declared. Her happiness or misery were in 
my hands, and who could trifle with such a 
deposit? 
“To jealousy or infidelity I am an equal 
stranger. My preservation from the first 
is the most thorough consciousness of her 
| géutiments of honor and her attachment to 
me; my antidote against the last is my long 
and deep-rooted affection for her. I can 
easily fancy a more agreeable companion 
for my journey of life; but, upon my honor, 
I have never seen the individual instance.

First Saw His Poems. 

As I have said before, Burns sent the first 
draft of some of his most famous poems to 
Mrs. Dunlop. 

He deliberately misled about the author- 
ship of both Auld Lang Syne” and My 
Bonnie Mary,“ just as he told Thomson that 
he recovered the former from an old man’s 
singing. Auld Lang Syne” was indeed 
* modeled on one or other of two older songs 
one called “Old Longsyne,” attributed to 
both Sir Robert Aytoun and Frantis Sem- 
pill, the other called Auld Lang Syne,” 
by Allan Ramsay. Yet the whole 18, to all 
intents and purposes, Burns’ own, and the 
finest stanzas, the third and fourth, are en- 
tirely original. So with regard to My 
Bonnie Mary,” Burns writes in his notes 
in the Museum that only the first four lines 
were old, the rest, was his own. .“ Flow 
Gently Sweet Afton “ was one of the poems 
that he sent her with these lines: . 

“ There is a small river, Afton, that falls 
into Nith, near New Cumnock, which has 
some charming, wild, romantic scenery on 
its banks. I have a particular pleasure in 
those little pieces of poetry such as our 
Scots songs, etc., where the names and land- 
skip-features of rivers, lakes, or woodlands 
that one knows, are introduced. I attempted 
a compliment of that kind, to Afton, as fol- 
lows: I mean it for Johnson’s Musical Mu- 
ly

“I am very sorry chat you should be in- 
formed of my supposed gullt in composing 
in some midnight frolic, a stanza or two 
perhaps not quite proper for a clergyman’'s 
reading to a company of ladies. That I am 
the author of the verses alluded to in your 
letter, is what I much doubt. Tou may 
guess that the convivial hours of men have 
their mysteries of Wit and mirth: and 1 
hold it a piece of contemptible baseness to 
detail the sallies of thoughtless merriment 
or the orgies of accidental Intoxication to 
the ear of cool sobriety or female delicacy,”

“God help a poor man! for if he 
pecuniary favor from a friend ih the 
acquiescence which is natural to poverty 
at finding so accommodating a thing the 
poor devil is in the greatest danger of falling 
into an abjectness of soul equally incom- 
patible with the independence of man and 
the dignity of friendship; on the other hand 
should he bristle up his feelings in frritated 
manhood he runs every chance of degradi

One more quotation and I am done, not 
because I have come to the end of these 
quotable letters, but because my letter must 
be brought to a close. In this we get at his 
religious sentiments, and he was not with- 
out them: : 

„We can no more live without religion 
than we can live without air; but give me 
the religion of sentiment and reason. You 
know John Hildebroad’s famous epitaph: 

Here lies poor old John Hildebroad; is 
Have mercy on his soul, Lord, God, 

A he would do were he Lord God, 
And thou wert poor John Hildebroad. 

“This speaks more to my heart, and has 
more of the genuine spirit of religion in it, 
than is to be found in whole wagonioads of 
divinity.” 

So Mr. Le Gallienne took the tithe of his 
foolish little book, not from George Mac- 
Donald, but from Robert Burns, though he 
did not know it. Dr. MacDonald’s epitaph 
was to David Elginbrode. So far as I can

About the earliest works of the class which 
are worthy of the name of masterpieces are 
those of Martin Schongauer, of which Mr. 
Roullier exhibits two, Christ Mocked by 
Roman Soldiers” and “ Crucifixion.” Fol- 
lowing these chronologically is a Glocken- 
ton’s “Christ Bearing the Cross,” after 
Schongauer, seven works by Albert Durer, 
including ‘“‘ The Conversion of St. Hubert,” 
St. Jerome,“ and portraits of Melanchthon, 
Erasmus, and Frederick of Saxony: The 
Massacre of the Innocents,“ by Mare An- 
tonio Raimondi, who transcribed the paint- 
ings of Raphael in line; Goltius’ ** La Pieta,” 
Claude Mellan’s famous engraving of a head 
of Christ cut with a single line starting from 
the tip of the nose and continuing in increas- 
ing circles to the edge of the plate. 

Next comes the golden age of engraving, 
whose apogee is marked by the works of 
Nanteuil Edelinck and the elder and younger 
Drevets, in the reign of Louis XIV. Every- 
thing characteristic of this period is elabo- 
rate and florid, and in the art of engraving . 
values and technique came nearer to repre- 
senting color than at any other period. Two 
works of Edelinck are reproductions of 
paintings by Philippe de Champagne and 
Rigaud. Six portraits by Nanteull are 
.phown and eight by Pierre Drevet, in Which 
the splendor of lace, fur, satin, and velvet 
are so wonderfully rendered. Then come 
the transcriptions of the work of Dutch 
jmasters by Jean George Wille and the 
famous quartet of English engravers, Sir 
Robert Strange, Francesco Bartolozzi, 
living at the same time and each distinctly 
individual in his art. 

Following these are Raphael Morghen’s 
reproductions of the works of the Italian 
masters, and Bervic’s work, similar in char- 
acter, the works of Mercury of remarkable 
fineness of line, Toschi and the German 
Mandel, the last of the great men; Gail- 
lard, the Frenchman, who was perhaps 
more worthy of the title, and Marshall's por- 
trait of Washington after Gilbert Stuart, 
which is generally conceded to be the best 
engraving by an American.

The Deakin collection of Ortental art to be 
sold this week at the auction-rooms of Fler- 
shiem, Barker & Severn, and which was ex- 
hibited on Thursday, Friday, and Saturday 
of last week, contains over 2,000 articles, 
but those of greatest artistic interest were 
the Japanese enamels of Namikawa Sosuke, 
and the porcelains of Makuzu, Kozan, 
and .Takimoto, and the Meizan Sat- 
suma. Namikawa, who is court enam- 
eler in Japan, and has won highest 
honors in every country where his work has 
been .exhibited, is the author of some of the 
wonderful enamels, both cloisonné and 
cloison-lese which were shown at the 
World's Fair in the Japanese art section. | 
Many will remember a plaque on which was 
a view of Fujisan so delicately wrought that 
it was frequently mistaken for a painting. 
This was the work of Namikawa, and it was 
sold for $8,000. In Mr. Deakin’s collection 
there is a small replica of this work. There 
are also innumerable vases and plaques by 
this artist in the collection, but some of the 
most remarkable of his works shown are 
the vases of carved gold and silver, over 
which are laid transparent red, green, and 
blue enamels. ' 

The vases by Kozan are decorated with 
figures, flamed or covered with simple mono- 
chrome glazes. Some of them are called by 
such poetic names as The Rosy Dawn” 
or Shades of Evening.“ Several show an 
apple glaze, which combines the various 
shades seen in an apple from its first green 
to the red of the ripe fruit. 

Other articles of especial interest are old 
Corean pottery taken from graves from 500 
to 800 years old, four great cloisonné vases, 
collection of Phoenician glass, originally 
of various colors, and now rendered opales- 
cent through the action of time and the 
soil; a large green bronze statue of Buddha, 
an immense incense burner of bronze, six- 
teen feet in height, besfties remarkable ex- 
amples of lacquer, ivory, and wood carving, 
paintings, crystals, and prints.

It Enables Players to Test Their 
Knowledge of the Conditions of 
Modern Warfare.

Naval officers throughout the world are 
taking a lively interest in a new naval game 
which has been brought out in British naval 
circles. The new game is said to de thor- 
oughly scientific, and to afford results of 
value, comparable in a degree to maneuvers 
and real engagements. The rules allow for 
accidents, but the outcome of games that 
have been played ts said to be generally in 
accordance with the previously expressed 


gorge of naval experts as to the fight- 


value of various classes and types of 


ps. 

In view of the possibility of an engagement 
between the steel monsters of the United 
States and Spain on account of a game re- 
cently played aboard the British man of 
war Trafaigar, in which three of the best 
American vessels were pitted against the 
cream of the Spanish navy, will interest a 
much wider class than those able by reason 
of scientific training to understand the 
game. The rules have not been published, 
and just how actual fighting is simulated has 
not ined, but the rules embrace 
every contingency of a battle, and are de- 
signed te preserve a due proportion between 
guns, torpedees, armor, speed, navigation, 
tactics and engineering as factors in deter- 
mining the result of an engagement. The 
game is played on a board divided into 
squares and curves. A player is required 
for each vessel.

Where the lace overlaps the 
cloth the edges are finished by large piping 
cords of orange satin. The bodice fastens at 
one side invisibly and has a round basque.

The other gown is even simpler than this, 
and is of ecru cloth of light weight, made 
up with a half fitting bodice belted in tightly 
with a band of rose silk fastened at the back 
with a large rosette of, the same. 

There are -plaits with large buttons on 
them and the stock matches the belt. The 
close fitting skirt has a milliner’s fold about 
the bottom six inches from the edge. It is 
lined with silk of the same shade, with the 
two. skirts hanging free at the bottom. 

There are such attractive ideas for the 


trimming of skirts. All skirts are scant, 


and need something to set them off a little, 
and all sorts of charming ideas are em- 
ployed. Many skirts are trimmed from top 
to bottom; closely or at intervals. One of 
the most popular fancies is to have milliners’ 
folds set a few inches apart all the way 
rom hem to waist. 

N This is a stylish and effective mode, but 
the folds must be skillfully made and sewn 
on neatly, else the result is ugly and 
wrinkled. 

These milliners’ folds vary in width from 
an eighth of an inch to an inch, and are of 
the same material as the skirt or of some 
contrasting fabrics; the former is in better 
taste.

Cording is another form of skirt trimming, 
and the entire length is set with these curds, 
which are placed a few inches apart, some- 
times close together, an inch between per- 
haps.

Convent, in West Taylor street. Miss Rep- 


‘plier is an honorary member of the asso- 


ciation, being a graduate of Eden Hall, 
and she comes on from Philadelphia to de- 
liver the address of the occasion and there- 
by to do honor to her alma mater, She will 
remain in Chicago but a few days, the guest 
of Mrs. Edward Osgood Brown. 

Her life has been spent mostly in Phila- 
delphia, and has flowed along the smooth 
channel and flowery by-ways that fall to 
the lot of an American woman of cultiva- 
tion and leisure. She has read much, trav- 
eled a little, and the gleanings of her read- 
ings and travels, dominated always by a 
strong and unique personality, have result- 


ed in a half dozen sparkling and inimitable. 


These books are in part reprints of 
essays which have appeared in the Atlantic 
Monthly, the Century, Scribner’s the Catho- 
lic World, Harper's, and a number of other 
magazines.

Sargent Osgood—ng lack of variety here— 
The Lady of the Lake,” and Byron in an 
embossed brown binding, with closely print- 
ed double columns, well calculated to dim 
the keenest sight in Christendom. Not that 
mysterious and malignant mountain which 
rose frowning from the sea and drew all 
ships shattered to its feet was more irresisti- 


ble in its attraction than this brown, bulky | 


Byron. I could not pass it by! My dusting 
never got beyond the table where it lay: but 
sitting crumpled on the floor with the en- 
chanted volume on my lap, I speedily forgot 
everything in the world save only the won- 
derful childe.”’ 

Later on she rather timorously acknowl- 
edges that perhaps nowadays Byron might 
not be considered wholesome reading for 
little girls. One does indeed tremble at 
thought of the resounding verdict of the 
kindergartner upon this infantile perform- 
ance, and yet in view of the result one is 
fain to harbor a lurking treachery to the 
austere shade of Frederich Froebel. But if 
the little girls of the present day would only 
brilliant, wise, and witty 
as ss eppler surely Byron might 
prescribed in allopathic doses. * 


Bits ot Autobiography. 


In that gay little essay (and which of her 
essays is not gay?), Books that Have 
Hindered Me.“ she says: I was, as all 
healthy children are, essentially democratic, 
with a decided preference for low company, 
and a secret affinity for the least desirable 
little girls of the neighborhood.” This 
apropos of her moral downfall "’ while still 
in pinafore and pigtail, a downfall which she 
attributed to the reading of Sandford and 
Merton.“ 

Scattering bits of autobiography such as 
these are to be found in a few of her essays; 
other biography she has none, for she has 
much of the dignity and unobtrusive ex- 
clusiveness of her native city. She now 
lives in a quiet corner of suburban West Phil- 
adelphia, where the hum of afternoon teas 
enters not and the clamor of the lecture is 
stilled. Over her desk, at a second-story 
window, hangs a portrait of Keats, after 
Severn’s sketch, hinting of that passion for 
perfection which she too as made her 
guiding star. 

It was from this same second-story win- 
dow that Agrippina, endowed by the pen of 
her mistress with immortality, crept “ to 
the extreme edge of the stone sill, stretched 
herself at full length, and peered down smil- 
ingly at the frantic terrier from next door. 

No sketch of Miss Repplier would be com- 
plete without an allusion to her favorite 
pets, the cats. Claudius Nero, the affable 
and debonair, thirsting always for ap- 
plause,’’ and the sedate but masterful Agrip- 
pina have a place beside Mrs. Browning's 
dog Flush, and dwell together, no doubt, in 
the amity that is befitting in the land of 
shades. Miss Repplier's love fer the species 
feline, however, makes her a trifle hard and 
unsympathetic to the species canine: wit- 
ness her definition of a puppy: He is just 
a dog plus high spirits and minus common 
sense.“ ~ 

Miss Repplier has been called “ the genial 
missionary of art for art’s sake, and the 
title is not an Inept one. She has a healthy 
scorn of novels with a purpose, problem 
dramas, reformers, humanitarian tracts, and 
what Andrew Lang calls “ Societies for 
Badgering the Poor.” Her essays have al- 
most invariably a joyous, optimistic ring. 
Any bock.“ she says, Which serves to 
lower the sum of human gayety is a moral 
delinquent; and instead of coddling it into 
universal notice and growing owlish in its 
gloom we should put it briskly aside in favor 
of brighter and pleasanter things.“ : 

It is a warning note not often heard in 


these days of Tesses, Noras, and Glorias 


galore. Elsewhere she says: 

„The principal mission of modern poetry 
and fiction is to worry us vaguely about our 
souls, or the social order that we did not es- 
tablish, and the painful problems that we 
cannot solve.“ 

Ot all Miss Repplier’s gifts, and she has 
none is more delightful than her 
satire. Those delicate winged shafts, like 
the blows of the doughty Constable du 
Guesclin in Dumas’ grandiloquent Agénor de 
Mauleon, elicit the admiration even of the 
wounded. 

Genial in Her Satire. 

Not that Miss Repplier ever wounds very 
keenly—she is too genial and good-tem- 
pered for that—but, when occasion requires, 
she can let fly a little arrow of sarcasm 
far more potent than either logic or invec- 
tive. Frederic Harrison must have regret- 
ted his statement that “ systematic reading 
was impossible for women,” and his railing 
at the incorrigible habit of reading little 


books.“ 
„ do not see,“ says Miss Repplier, with 


an assumption of guilelessness which is be- 


witching, “ why systematic reading should 


be impossible for women, any more than I 
see what is to become of Mr. Harrison if 
we are to give up little books.“ 

Seldom, though, does Miss Repplier indulge 
in even so tempting a personality as this. 
Most of her sarcasm is directed at things, 
not at persons, and she is a standing refu- 
tation of the theory that it is impossible to 
be picturesque and brilliant in the English 
language save in invective. 

She has written much, and always with 
sense and cleverness, about children. The 
kindergartner may occasionally squirm at 
some of her quiet drollery, turned upon pet 
theories of child-life, but its influence is only 
a saving one, warning away from extremes— 
apropos of a child who had removed the pen- 
dulums from three family clocks in his pas- 


sion for analysis, so cemmended in the text 


bock for mothers, she remarks, dryly: It 
is hard to attune our minds to a correct ap- 
preciation of such incidents when the 
clocks belong to us and the child doesn't.“
